the united Provinces of the low Countries, following 

» the Example of the Kings his Predecefſors.; and the 
paſſion ; which the Lords the States Generalof the ſaid Pra- 
vinces have alwayes preſerved for the Grandeur of Frexce,. 
cogether with the ſentiments of acknowledgment for the 
conſiderable obligations and advantages, they have recei- 
ved from thence, have in ſuch a mannec maintained the - 
good Underſtanding between His Majeſty and the ſaid Lords 
States, and ſuch a free-and perfe& Correſpondence between 
their Subjes for many years paſſed , that it might be ho- - 
ped, that the ſame would be continued by it ſelf, wichout 
need of confirming the precedent Confederations by any

'TheſubjeAs of the ſaid Lords the States General ſhall not

| THet STATES GENERAL of the United Provinces of the 
Low Countries, to all that ſhall ſee theſe preſent, Greet- 
ing, Having given proof of the affe&ion, we have for the 
cranquility of Chriſtendom, in the peace, that hath been 
lately concluded in the North, we think we ought co make 
it firm, by treating with the Moſt-Chriftian King a ſtreighc, 
good, ſincere, laſting-and mutual Amity, Union and Alli- 
ance, for the reciprocal defence and conſervation of the 
States and Subjeds of one another, of their Liberties, and 
Franchiſes, particularly in the matter of Sea-affairs, Na- 
vigation and Traffick, and generally of all cheir common 
Inrerefts againſt all choſe, that would trouble -or hinder 
them in it, by ſea or Land, To which being willing cobring 
all what can be expe&ed from Us, We have reſolved to 
ſend into France an Extraordinary Ambaſſy, compoſed of 
,perſons_. of quality, to treat in our name with the ſaid 
King, -or with the Commiſſioners, which: his Mojetly ſhall

this end:We can make. no better choyce, then of the Lords
